Entering  the  field  with  a  membership  of  four,  later  increased 
to  seven,  the  Saved-by-Grace  iMessengers  have  co-ordinated  their 
efforts  with  those  of  the  George  E.  Guille  Ministerial  Association 
as  they  have  each  Sunday  journeyed  to  one  community  or 
another,  organizing  a  Sunday  School  here,  reviving  a  church 
there,  holding  services  for  this  ministerial  student  or  that  any- 
where— preaching  the  Gospel  of  salvation  through  the  Grace  of 
Jesus  Christ  everywhere.

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The  Chapel  Messengers,  organized  last  November,  have 
been  consistently  active  in  gospel  work  since  then,  having  full 
charge  of  the  Sunday  School  and  church  services  at  Norman's 
Chapel,  as  well  as  helping  in  various  services  in  the  vicinity  of 
Dayton. 

Traveling  the  rough  but  beautiful  country  roads  through 
sunshine,  snow  and  rain,  the  members  of  this  group  have 
enjoyed  the  thrill  of  driving  to  the  foot  of  the  mountains  each 
Sunday,  crossing  three  fords,  to  carry  the  Word  of  Life  to  a  neg- 
lected community.  As  God's  word  has  been  given  out,  His 
blessing  has  been  upon  the  work,  for  which  we  humblv  thank 
Him.
